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Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed 1/3/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The claims contain subject matter, which is still not sufficiently described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to make/use the invention. 
In the specification the roaming agreement is still common to a subset of the IMSI, 
which includes the MCC, MNC, and the MSIN, which is the mobile subscriber 
identification number. The inclusion of the subset from the IMSI still provides a link to 
user equipment. To one of ordinary skill in the art, a link to user equipment occurs 
when the roaming agreement becomes common to a subset of the IMSI, which contains 
the subscriber identification number, which in turn belongs to the user equipment, which 
still is not independent of messages linked to calls or user equipment.
